'charge relatively high prices for
poiterhouse and sirloin, because he
gets lower prices for the stewing and

oiling cuts.
."These figures must be used with

great caution, because they represent
only an average quality of meat.
During December, 191S, Swift & Com-

pany's average selling price of beef
carcasses was all the way from 16
cents a pound to over 28 cents a
Pound; porterhouse steaks from car
casses nt these various prices would
retail from 35 cents a pound to 60
cents a pound, or even more. The
methods or cutting also vary in dif-
ferent localities and for different
grades and weights of animals.
